2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 11 and 27, the instant application is deemed to be directed to 

a non-obvious improvement over the closest prior art, Oon (US Patent No. 67,408,266 
Sep. 29, 1999) and Herz (US Patent No. 6,029,195 Dec. 5, 1997), which fail to teach, 
separately or in obvious combination the specific limitations as to having a graphical 
user interface dialogue box to provide poem generation parameters that allows setting 
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of an overall weight for an author, a weight of ngram original poet components, and 
exponents of ngram original poet components. 

3. The dependent claims are allowed because they further limit their parent claims.
